EDITORIAL

Charter of the World’s Freedom | 


The peace treaty, including, as_ it 
does, the covenant of the League of 
Nations, which has been presented to 
Germany for signature, is without 
question one of the most important 
documents ever drafted in the history 
of this old world. it takes its place 
along with Magna Charta and the; 
American Declaration of Indepen-| 
dence as an instrument of the first 
magnitude in providing for and safe- 
guarding the liberties of mankind. 
Magna Charta and the Declaration of: 
Independence won for the English- 
speaking peoples of the world those 
rights and liberties which we prize so 
highly, and in defence of which we} 
are ever ready to lay down our lives, | 
and they had their effect on other! 
nations, But the treaty of Versailles, 
1919, is designed to guarantce 


the 
rights and liberties, not of one race 
or one nation, but of all races and all 
nations. 

The penalties imposed on Germany | 
are severe, but who will say 
are not just and necessary? Insofar 
as Germany is deprived of territory} 
in Europe, it is taken away from her,| 


they} 


not in a spirit of reyenge nor of ag-| 
grandizement on the-part of the al-} 
lies, but in order to right wrongs in-| 
flicted by Germany on others in the 
heyday of her autocratic military pow- 
er, She loses her colonies because 
she demonstrated that she was not a 
fit nation to be trusted with power| 
over subject peoples or native races, 

The German people have shown 
down through the centuries, time and | 
time again, that in their hands power 
was misused and abused, that they 
thoroughly believed in and _ acted 
upon their doctrine that Might was 
Right.. Therefore, power has been 
taken away from them, their army 
and navy destroyed, and the most 
drastic prohibition imposed in order 
that they may never again endanger 
the peace of the world, It has been} 
found necessary to even circumscribe 
and restrict the use they may make 
of economic weapons, because, in the 
past, Germans manipulated their fi- 
nances, industries, transportation sys- 


| 


tems, shipping, trade and commerce 
as parts of their military machine. 


The huge sums of money which 
Germany must pay to the allies are 
not extorted from her as was the in- 
demnity which Germany imposed on 
France in 1871. Germany then impos- 
ed a fine on France, but today the 
allies are but compelling Germany to 
make restitution and reparation for 
the wanton destruction she has caus- 
ed in Belgium, France, Serbia and 
other.countries and for the crimes 
t inoffensive non-

The peace treaty, however, is much 
more than the infliction of just pun- 
ishment on Germany for the horrors 
and sufferings she brought upon the 
world and the enforcement of guar- 
antees against a repetition of the out- 
rage. With its League of Nations 
covenant it is a declaration of princi- 
ples for the guidance of all nations, 
large and small, in their dealings 
with one another, It does even more 
than that—it lays down principles 


which are to govern within the na- 
tions themselves in their dealings 
with their own people, 

Well defined principles are . laid 


down under which the more advanced 
nations are to be entrusted with man- 
datory powers over less advanced ter- 
ritories and less enlightened peoples. 
Where people are not yet capable of 
self-government, they are to be gov- 
erned, not for the benefit and ag- 
grandizement of the governing body, 
but for the advancement and in the 
welfare of the people themselves, So, 
too, is it clearly defined that in all 
nations the man who works with his 
hands, and puts his physical strength 
re- 
garded as a mere commodity to be 
used for profit, but as a human be- 
ing, a partner in the world’s work. 
No longer are the small and weak 
nations of the world to be forced to 


llive in constant dread under the men- 


ace of a rattling sword in the hands 
of a stronger nation; no longer are 
peoples and races to be held subject 
to a foreign yoke; no longer will the 
ruthless Turk be allowed to put help- 
less Armenians to the fire and sword; 
no longer will it be necessary that 
millions of men be held in idleness in 
huge conscript armies while other mil- 
with taxes to 
maintain them in idleness; no longer 
is the chief business of Europe to be 
war and preparation for war. The

the international business of the 
world to create better living condi- 
tions for the masses, to provide safe- 
guards for the health of mankind, to

Finding Market 
For Range Horses 


High Freight Rates Present Greatest 
Problem 


Ottawa, — At a gathering of rep- 
resentatives of the livestock interests 
of the Dominion here, plans were 
considered for the finding of a mar- 
ket for Canada’s surplus of animals, 
more particularly of range horses in 
the west. : 

Mr. Arkell, Dominion livestock 
commissioner, who returned recently 
from a trip to England where he went 
to make a study of livestock condi- 
tions, reported among other things, 
that there is a market in Poland for 
half a million horses if this could be 
arranged, ‘This is the big problem to 
be solved for with ocean freight rates 
at their present high level, it would 
be practically impossible to land] 
horses in the European market at a 
saleable figure and pay the western} 
farmer a reasonable figure for his| 
stock.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


LESSON FOR MAY 25—REPENT- 
ANCE 


1, The Repentance of the People of 
Nineveh (3:1-10). 

The following steps are noted in 
their conversion: 

1, Hearing the Word of the Lord 
(v. 1-4), 

The Lord commanded Jonah to go 
to Nineveh, a great and wicked city, 
and there “preach the preaching” that 
he bade him, Jonah’s runaway exper- 

lience (see chapters 1, 2) was such 
that he was willing to 6bey God, His 
chastisement was severe, but by God’s 
grace he was now ready to execute 
| the commission. “Jorfeh arose and 
went unto Nineveh, according to the 
word of the Lord’( v..3). So great 
was the city of Ninevch that it re- 
quired three days to compass it; that 
is, to visit its very centres_of activity. 
Jonah, coming from Palestine, doubt- 
less entered the city from the south, 
and during an entire day going from 


centre to centre cried, “Yet forty 
days and Nineveh ghall be  over- 
thrown” (v. 4). Since the king's 
Palace seems toxhave been in the 


south part of the city Jonah’s mes- 
sage soon found its way to him. If 
every preacher would preach what 
God bids him there would be more 
cities turning to God. : 

2. Believing God (v. 5), 

They not only believed God would 
visit judgment upon them, but  be- 
lieved in God, and put their trust in 
him for mercy. and salvation. 
3. Repented (vy. 5-9), 
Their penitence was shown in (1) 
proclaiming a fast putting on 
sack-cloth (vy. 5-7), These marks of 
humiliation were shown by all, from 
the king on his throne to the most 
humble man. (2) Cried mightily to 
God (v. 8)) In the midst of their 
humiliation they cried with intensity 
to God. (3) Turned from their evil 
ways (v. 8). The final test of penit- 
jence is turning from sin; it is hating 
sin badly enough to quit it. 

4, Accepted by God (v. 10)7 When 
the Ninevites turned from their evils 
God refrained from executing doom 
upon them, It averted judgment. God 
is unchangeable. His holy nature is 
unalterably epposed to sin. When 
men repent from their sins his wrath 
is turned aside. This is what is 
meant by God repenting. 

2. The Necessity of 
(Luke 13; 1-5). 

Repentance is necessary on the part 
of all, since all are sinners.’ “The 
wages of sin is death” (Rom, 6:23). 
While God is unalterably opposed to 
sin he is infinitely gracious. His holy 
nature compels him to cause judg- 
ment to fall upon those who will not 
turn from théir sins fo serve him, Re- 
pentance is not merely a matter of 
| Privilege, but of absolute necessity if 
}one would escape the wrath of God. 
Repentance is the only door of_escape 
from perdition, It is not a question of 
how great a sifiner one is. that .de- 
termines the need for repentance, 
since God cannot look upon evil: “For 
| thou art of purer cyes than to be- 
hold evil, and canst not look ‘upon 
iniquity.” (Hab, 1-13). No one can 
ever see him in peace unless he turns 
from his sins, God commands men 
to repent, (Acts 17:30), 

3. The Blessed Results of Repen- 

tance (Acts 2:37, 38). 
| 1, Remission of sins. Remit means 
jto send away, The one wlro repents 
jis rid forever of his sins, for.he is a 
new man in Christ, 
2. Gift of the Holy Spirit. When 
;one is regencrated he not only is rid 
of his sins, but God, the Holy Spirit, 
takes up his abode in him. He is his 
teacher, guide and defender, These 
blessed results ought to move one to 
repent, The goodness of God ought 
to provoke men to penitence,

Japanese Imperialism Has Attempted 
’ To Denationalize Koreans 

As the facts concerning the true 
position in Korea slowly filter their 
way through a rigorous Japanese cen- 
sorship, to the outside world, it be- 
comes more and more apparent that 
her 


Japan is sceking to maintain 


hold on the peninsula in a_ truly 
Japenese fashion, In spite of all of- 
ficial statements to the contrary, re-

what the Japanese authorities in Ko- 
rea are putting down the independ- 
ence movement with a ruthlessness 
all too reminiscent of the Prussian 
method in Europe and elsewhere. In- 
deed, as time goes on, it becomes ap-| 
parent that the Korean tragedy, for 
it can be called nothing less today, 
is remorsclessly compelling Japan to 
reveal herself in her true character, 

“Japanese imperialism,” declared 
Dr. Lyngman Rhee, secretary of the 
provisional government of Korea, to 
a representative of this paper a few 
days ago, “has for ten years,  at- 
tempted to stamp out Korean native 
civilization and to denationalize the 
Koreans as a distinct race,” And 
how has Japan done this, or attempt- 
ed to do it? In much the same way 
that Germany attempted to do the 
same kind of thing in Poland, in 
Schleswig, and in Alsace-Lorraine, 
With the aid of a spy system based 
on the German model, Japan has 
sought to develop every occasion to 
create dissension amongst the 
eans themselves, She has carried out 
a ruthless system of colonization, re-

placing native Koreans with Japanese 
coolies, in every way, as Dr, Rhee 
expressed it, has sought to make 
Korea “more Japanese than Japan 
herself racially, religiously and every 
other way.” 

As long as the Koreans submitted, 
all apparently went well. The outer 
world heard little about the situation, 
and Tokio could send out, as it did, 
year by year, a veritable flood of il- 
lustrated literature showing ° the 
abounding prosperity of Chosen und-| 
er Japanese rule, The moment, how-| 
ever, the Koreans sought to throw off 
the yoke, a reign of terror ensued. | 
Unresisting crowds were fired on, | 
and hundreds and thousands killed or| 
wounded; churches were wrecked,| 
private houses entered, and young 
men and women dragged off to pris- 
on and unmercifully flogged. ‘This is 
only the mildest part of the story.|

Solve Labor Unrest 


—_—. 


' Ottawa.—That there is a* shortage 
of food in the world; that Canadian 
prices are regulated by demand 
abroad; that there is no great sur- 
plus of food supply in Canada: that 
the duty of Canada is food production 
for the benefit of itself and the world, 
that the government may present a 
program to regulate the cost of liv- 
ing, and that industrial unrest can be 
traced to the cost sof living, were 
stated in the senate by Hon. G, D. 
Robertson, minister of labor, 

Hon. Mr. Robertson said that there 
appeared to be a great deal of mis- 
understanding in Canada as indicated 
by press comment ard resolutions 
calling for enquiry to reduce the cost 
of living and charging present high 
prices of food to hoarding for profit, 
Mr. Rebertson said the people of 
Canada should know there is no sur- 
plus of food in Canada, and unless 
production was increased there was 
little hope for such reduction of food 
prices. 

As to food in cold storage if at once 
realized, little would be done to re- 
lieve the situation. If all the butter 
in storage on May 1 were divided it 
would give each Canadian 1.7 ounces; 
a division of oleomargarine would! 
give each Canadian less than a quar- 
ter of a pound, The quantity of but- 
ter in cold storage was 838,234 pounds; 
oleomargarine, 315,764; cheese, 1,- 
064,318 pounds; eggs a little over 3,- 
000,000, or a third of a dozen per 
head; pork two and a half, and beef 
three and a half pounds per person. 
What portian had been sold for over- 
scas consumption he could not say. 
He gave the figures to show the incor- 
rectness of the idea that the present 
high price of butter, for instance, 
was due to there being large quanti- 
ties in storage held for the benefit of 
the owners. This was the season of 
egg production when usually they are 
collected for storing, but today eggs 
were not forthcoming, and therefore 
only small stocks are being laid away.

Steamer Brings 
Interesting Cargo 


Consisting of Guns, Captured By 
Canadian Soldiers 

Montreal. — The steamer Vindelia 
brings an interesting and historic car-| 
go in port, consisting of a score of 
captured guns which were wrested 
from the Germans by Canadian sol- 
diers. Among the heavy artillery is 
a big gun which is labelled: “Second 
Canadian Division, 24th battalion, No. 
930,” and this is consigned to the 
Victoria Rifles, Montreal. Number 
917 is for the 21st Canadian battalion 
and it is addressed to the licutenant- 
governor of Ontario. Number 960 
was captured by the 3lst battalion, a 
western unit, in August last,~and it is 
consigned to the licutenant-governor 
of Alberta. Number 933 is the pro- 
perty of the 25th battalion of Nova 
Scotia. There were others, but they 
were in many cases illegibly marked.

Attack on Premier Upon His Return 
to Warsaw 

New York. — A Warsaw dispatch 
reports an attempt by Bolshevists to 
assassinate Premier and Mrs, Padere- 
wski, Few details of the attack ‘on 
the premier are to hand although it 
is stated that the attempted assassin- 
ation took place as he alighted from 
his train upon his return to Warsaw 
from Paris. 

The attempt followed a Series of 
demonstrations of approval and wet- 
come accorded to M, Paderewski at 
the towns and cities through which 
he passed on his return to Warsaw, 
receptions being a tribute to 
the work for Poland which the pee. 
mier had done at the Polish confer- 
ence in Paris. 

The Poles are satisfied with the de- 
cision on the Danzig question and are 
also pleased with the solution of the 
Silesian boundary problem.

Berlin. — Declaring that the terms 
of peace presented by the allied and 
associated governments to Germany, 
“contemplate the physical, moral and 
intellectual paralysis” of the German 
people; that Germans were “hypno- 
tised” by statemefts made by Presi- 
dent Wilson, and that he, himself, is 
looking forward to the future “with 
gravest apprehension,” President Eb- 
ert said that he still hoped that the 
United States democracy would not 
accept the treaty framed at the peace 
conference. He rejected with dis- 
dain the suggestion that the present 
German government would resign 
rather than accept or reject the terms 
saying that the government would 
“hold out to the end,”

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Winnipeg Paralysed by Strike! Public Health 


Greatest Labor Struggle in City’s 
History Now in Progress 

Winnipeg.—Winnipeg is now in the 
throes of the greatest labor struggle 
of all her history. Estimates vary 
widely as to the total number of wor- 
kers out on strike, these running from 
15,000 to 27,000. 

At a mass mecting of the G.W.V.A.,, 
Army & Navy. Veterans and Imperial 
Veterans of Canada associations, in- 
cluding all men of the military and 
naval services, a resolution was pass- 
ed to the effect that every legitimate 
means would be used to preserve law 
and order; and providing, further, that 
when the present trouble has been ad- 
adjusted the returned veterans and la- 
bor representatives will discuss the 
deportation of the undesirable enemy 
alien, 

The mayor and city council are 
grappling with the problem of main- 
taining the essential services of public 
utilities, police and fire protection, as 
the tic-up grows. Every walk of in- 
dustrial and commercial life in Winni- 
peg is represented among the strikers. 
Wholesale and retail stores are affect- 
ed, and in a number-of cases closed. 
The large departmental stores experi- 
enced, only a partial walk-out and are 
continuing to give service. The big- 
gest of these, employing sonfe 6,000 
hands, lost the assistance of about 700 
employces, including engineers, team- 
sters, grocery clerks, butchers, and 
lunchroom waitresses and kitchen 
help. 

With only the postmaster, his dep- 
uty and three stamp clerks remaining 
on duty, the post office is tied up—269 
postal workers having quit at eleven 
o'clock, Street railway service is at 
a complete standstill, while the ques- 
tion of the city granting the jitneys 
permits to again operate is under ad- 
visement, 

Free automobile for pedes- 
trians are again being offered by auto 
owners, The’fire brigade is out to a 
man, except for the chief and his de- 
puty and district chicfs, the depart- 
ment being manned by volunteer help. 
Numerous fire alarm calls have been 
answered, but nothing of a serious na- 
ture had to be coped with. All the 
civic clerks, with a few exceptions, are 
out on strike, and there is not an of- 
fice,at the city hall where you can 
even pay a Dill. 

Light and power and waterworks 
employces are out, but efforts are be- 
ing made to*continue the water sys- 
tem and to ensure at least enough 
power for domestic lighting purposes. 
More than 4,500 men, including clerks. 
car checkers, etc., are out in the yards, 
offices and shops of the C.P.R., C.N.R. 
and G.T.P. railways.

Nurses in Alberta 


Welfare Stations Established in Var- 
ious Parts of the Province 

Edmonton.— Thirteen public health 
nurses will shortly be appointed to 
welfare stations in different parts of 
the province for the purpose of car- 
rying on the campaign of health and 
welfare education inaugurated last 
year. A new class of nine nurses, in 
training under the general direction 
of Dr. Herbert Jamieson, is this 
week taking clinics from the public 
school health officers and in city hos- 
pitals, and will be ready in the 
course of a few weeks to go out with 
the four nurses already in service to

Paris. — The Eiffel Tower of Paris 
has played quite an important role in 
the history of the war, and this in 
spite of the fact that, a few years ago, 
the end of itsscareer as a structure 
was believed to be impending. Erect- 
ed in 1889 for the exhibition of 1890, 
there was a prevalent belief that after 
15 or 20 years the condition of the 
steel would necessitate the demoli- 
tion of the tower; but fortunately the 
evil day for the “highest building on 
earth” was put off. At the beginning 
of the war, the Eiffel Tower was 
taken over by the military authorities 
as an anti-aircraft and observation 
post, as well as a wireless station, To 
the lonely watcher at the top of the 
tower was confided the responsibility 
of giving warning of the approach of 
Zeppelins and Gothas. Today Pari- 
sians are rejoicing over the prospect
